It would 
be possible to employ the services of 
a thoroughly experienced and trained’ 
teacher as Ke would have continuous 
employment, and would be able to live 
in the car if he so desired. The “per- 
ambulating school” would bé moved 
by horsepower or a traction engine 
from place to place on fringe of set- 
tlement where ordinary schools do not 
yet cxist, It would remain in each 
community say three months, or long- 
er if the settlers were ready for the 
expense, The cost would be very lit- 
tle. Such a car coould be built and 
equipped, it is claimed, at an expense 
that would make three months’ rental 
amount to only $25 .or thereabouts. 
There would be, of course, in addition 
the teacher's salary. What do you 
think of the scheme? Have you ‘any 
better to offer? If so, let the public 
hear from you, 

Then there aro the children that 
don’t go to school at all, or attend very 
irregularly, even though they live 
within easy reach of a school, This 
kind of silliness is too expensive to be 
allowed to continue any longer, Mani- 
festly, our old-fashioned attendance 
laws are a dead letter in most rural 
districts.. What fs the matter with 
them? How could they be improved? 
These are questions which are now 
being seriously studied by the intelli- 
gent people of the west.

Most of These Killed in Battle—How 
Canadians’ Animals Are Cared 
For 
Statistics furnished by the Re 
mounts and Veterinary Branch of tLe 
Militia department show that so far 
only 10 per cent. o° the Canadian 
norses at the front were killed in bat. 
tle. There are now approximately 
6,000 horses with the Canadian army 
corps in krance, each iniantry divi 

sion having 6,250 horses. 

The horses of a division are taken 
care of by twelve veterinary~oflicers 
and one mobile veteriuary section of 
twenty-seven men. 

The mobile section takes care oi 
the horses in the firing line. The 
slightiy wounded or indisposed beasts 
are cared for and returned to the 
front. Lf, however, the troops are on
